| Every good kernel of corn has in it @ 
live, though very small, corn plant.

The 
freezing of the kernel causes it to ex- 


plant, lowering its vitality and often 
destroying it, so the kerne! will not ger. 
Minate. It is well, if possible, to have 
| every ear of seed corn selected before 
| a killing frost. 

Ip the choice of corn for seed one 
selects the ears that be believes will 
give him the Jargest yleld of good 
corn the following year. It is a good 
plan to choose an ear of corn that 
| fg as near the type wanted as possible; 
then keep this ear from year to year, 
or until you get a better one. At any 
rate, have a sample ear that you can 
look at occasionally to help you in 
following one. fKKeep this trpe ear 
bandy when selecting corn in the fall, 
and in the spring, when the final se- 
lection is made, it is well to compare

AVIATOR’S SICKNESS. 


\Sensations That Come With Flights 
Into High Altitudes, 
Mountain climbers are subject to 
whet is called “the mountain sick- 
bess,” due to the rarefaction of the air 
and the muscular work done by climb- 
ers. Then there is the balloon disease, 
lwith analogous symptoms, but which 
|does not appear except at very bigh

|plane or aviator’s sickness, Its effects 
‘are due to the rapidity with which the 
maximum beight Is reached and the 
still greater speed at the descent, in- 
volving the passing from a low air 
pressure to a higher one. Aeroplanes 
sometimes reach altitudes of 10,000 
feet in an bour, and here the effects 
on the ear, such as humming or crack- 
‘ing noise, are about the same as In a 
j balloon, but the effect on the respitra- 
tory organs is different. The pilot Is

SEED BED FOR ALFALFA. 


Small Seed and Delicate Nature 
Plant Require Compact Soil. 
When alfalfa is grown on corn or 
potto ground the preparation of the 
seed bed is a comparatively simp! af- 
fair, writes I. R. Waldron of the 
North Dakota experiment station. 
The land should be disked in the 
spring and worked with a peg tooth 
harrow. AYter disking and harrowing, 
the ground should be worked occa- 
sionally during the spring with disk 
and harrow, in order to conserve the 
moisture and to kill the young gem 
minating weeds, 
Growing alfalfa after a corn or po- 
tato crop is of added advantage in

In an open, porous seed bed the soil 
is apt to dry out In the upper few) 
inches, and if this occurs shortly | 
after the germination of the alfalfa | 
the young seedlings are quite Hable to | 
die through lack of moisture. | 

If alfalfa is t@ be grown after a crop. 
of small grain the land should be fall | 
plowed. The fall plowing allows the 
seed bed to become more compact 
than spring plowing and;-in addition, 
aids in conserving mosture, The fall 
plowing sbould be worked tn the 
spring in much the same manner as 
the corn or potato ground. Alfalfa may 
be grown upon summer fallow, though 
this probably has no advantage over 
corn ground tn most Instances,

Marsh Hay Is Good For Use as al 


Mulch—Way to Keop Celery. 

As soon as the ground freezes mulch) 
the strawberries, Use a light, coarse) 
material that will not pack down too 
closely and thus smother the planta, 
Marsh hay is excellent for this pur 
pose, as it contains few seeds. 

Last winter | kept celery in the fruit 
cellar nearly all winter. At harvest 
dug the plants, leaving considerabie 
soil on the roots, removed them to 
a dimly lighted corner of the cellar 
and packed them closely, A little ad- 
ditional soil was packed in among the 
roots, and the plants were then thor- 
oughly watered, taking care not to wet 
the tops or get any wm the heart of the 
plant. Every three weeks during the 
winter it was thoroughly watered. It 
kept perfectly and continued to grow 
slowly throughout the winter, — Pro- 
fessor Wright, Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, in American Agriculturist. 


Among the Animals. 


For some years past a number of 
Gairymen in Australia have adopted the 
practice of blanketing cows during wet 
and cold weather. The results in every 
case are spoken of as being highly 
watisfactory, 

Keep the horseshoes well tightened 
on the hoofs now, as this ls the time 
of year they are most, frequently lost 
by being loosened in the mud or snow 
or because of long usage. They «are 
too high priced to be lost, and, besides, 
a loose shoe injures the hoof and is @ 
hindrance to the anima! Ln travel. 

When an ewe drops her lamb put her 
in a small pen for two or three days or 
until the lamb Is strong enough to fol- 
low the flock, Examine the udder and 
teats to see that they are not fevered, 
If the lamb is unable to consume all 
the milk for a few days the ewe should 
be milked out at least once each day. 

The production of farm yard manure 
in this country now represents a value 
greater than the total value of the corn 
crop, The estimated annual value of 
farm mapure produced in America ts 
$2.888,000,000.

WINTER POULTRY CARE. 


Precautions Needed to Bring the Bid- 
dies Through In Good Shape. 

In the first place the general poultry 

house, where all but the latest broods 


will necessarily be much confined dur- | 


ing storms and severe cold, should 
have a thorough going over, 
If the floor boards have warped, 


leaving wide cracks, especially in the | 


places where the feeding is done, these 


should be filled In to secure greater | 


warmth and especially to prevent the 
grain from falling through and attract- 
ing rats. Window glass that bas been 
broken should be reset, not replaced 
with a board or shingle, since the 
fowls will need all the sunshine from 
every direction that can reach them.,| 


Then if it is possible give the walls | 


and ceiling a thick coat of whitewash, 
which will seal up all mites and other 
vermin harboring in crevices, neu- 
tralizing d\sease germs of every kind 
and help to keep the alr sweet and 
wholesome, and will besides add very 
much to the light and cheerfulness of 
the Inclosure. 

The perches should be Improved by 
scraping, smoothing and treating with 
coal ofl, especially at the ends that 
rest in the sockets, The nest boxes, 
too, should have all the old litter taken 
out and be thoroughly brushed before 
being refilled with short straw or 
dried Jawn clippings, at the bottom of 
which In such a box It Is a good plan 
to place a handful of tobacco stems or 
layers of red cedar twigs, which will 
assist in keeping the hens clear of lice. 

A sizable dusting box must be pro- 
vided with a liberal supply of road 
dust, which should have been collected 
in the dry weather of summer or early 
fall. Lacking this, sifted coal ashes 
from furnace or grate may be used, 
but never wood ashes, which would 
have the effect of bleaching the legs 
and loosening the feathers. 


Another necessary provision is a box | 


of crushed oyster shells and other 
sharp grit, with the addition of a por. 
tion of pounded charcoal.—Farm Prog-

SALT FOR THE CRITTERS. 


Good Way to Supply It is Loose In a 
Homemade Box. 


The best way of salting ca’@: is to 
have it always avatlable so { they 
may go to it at pleasure.

Chasing the Snail. 

Bnalls are often a great nuisance in 
&@ greenhouse and equally so in a cel- 
lar.

HWxpose the baits at 
nolght and in the morning gather up 
and destroy the snails clinging to them.

An Important Swine Point. 

A point which the less thoughtful 
pig breeder frequently overlooks in 
the selection of the young sow pig for 
breeding purposes is that It should be 
descended from a sow or preferably 
from a line of sowe which have been 
in the habit of continuing to give a 
good supply of milk for a term of 
eight weeks at least after farrowing. 


Beet Pulp as Dairy Feed, 

Dried beet pulp is giving better satis 
faction as a dairy feed than farmers 
expected, It is dried at the factory, 
twenty pounds of wet pulp down to 
one, and when fed to cows the pre- 
ferred way is to wet it up twelve hours 
io advance with three times ite weight 
of water, This reaterss the suceulence, 
lows Homestead. 


THINGS THAT YOU 
WILL WANT TO KNOW. 


Soap Jelly.—Shred down any ode 
and ends of soap with a knife speciul- 
ly kept for this, put the soap into a 
pan with sufficient hot or cold water 
to cower it and melt it all over the 
fire till clear and quite smooth, or, if 
preferred; the shredded soap may be 
placed in a jar in the oven and melted. 
Tye pan must not be filled too full, ag 
the soap bolls up very quickly. The 
pan and knife must be kept specially 


| for this, 


To Wash Chamots Leather.—Wash 
and rinse just like flannel in warm but 
not hot water, never rubbing it with 
soap, but usiug soapsuds or soap jelly. 
Then rinse in clean warm water till 


all the soap is removed and press it | 


well between the bands to get rid of 


as much moisture as possible, but do | 
not wring it. Then shake it out well, 


pull it out into a good shape and hung 
it up in a good wind and not too hot 
sun to dry or in a warm room where 
it will dry quickly, but never put it 
near a fire. 

To Precipitate Whiting.—Tie up a 


sufficient quantity of whiting loosely | 


in a plece OY fine muslin; fasten this to 
the handle of a jug, letting the bag 
hang over inside, Pour over it enough

Silver Soap.—Put into a pan four 
ounces each of washing soda, yellow 
soap and whiting with one pint of cold 
water. Boll these all together till the 
soap, etc., are entirely dissolved, keep- 
ing it well stirred; then pour it into a 
jar and leave to set; then turn it out 
and cut into cakes. This may be used 
for the dally washing of the silver uf 
liked.

Burns, secretary by acclamation, Ok- 
lahoma City was chosen as the next 
meeting place. 

The closing session was marked by 
the decision to ralse a ploneer fund 
with which to erect a large monum pnt 
fn bronze to the first farm woman ot 
the golden west. A model was 
shown of a farm woman standing on 
a doorstep with one arm encireling 
the neck of her hopeful son and her 
eyes looking toward the setting sun 
across the great prairie farm, depict- 
ing the evening hour when the hus- 
band and father, the ploneer and 
home builder, was due to return from | 
his day's toil tin the fleld. 

The suggestion of this paying tri- 
bute to the noble woman who first 
dDlazed the way across the desert 
prairies originated with Charles Chris- 
tadora of Point Loma, Calif., and the 
young sculptor who had submitted 
the model desired that his name be 
kept secret until the accomplishment 
of his great work. 

A commiitee was appointed to fur 
ther the raising of a fund of $160,- 
000 within one year, comprising Miss

A peculiar featuge of current lum- 
ber demand fn the old white pine sec. 
tions of the North is the extraordin- 
ary requirement for low grade stock. 


{t is so persistent and devouring that! 


it takes in culls go ranks that 20 or 
30 years ago they would have been 
considered refuse, fit only for the 
roughest kind of patching up of sheds, 
and when accumulation became too 
burdensome they were thrown into 
the burner or used to build wharves 
or roadways, of for firewood, Grading 
downward has come with the demand 
for box material, until  three-men 
boards, as they have been jocosely 
called) are now greded as No. 8 or 
anything below that. The call for 
low-grade stu has become go gen- 
eral and insistent that such stuf is 
more saleable than the medium and 
better qualities. This feature is true 
not only of the lumber market of the 
Norilhern States, but pertains also to 
that of Canada. At Toronto the de 
mand for the lower grades of piue 
is especially active and large, so that 
there is a veritable shortage of mill 
culls and what are called dead picle- 
ings, in it. This condition with re- 
spect io the lumber market of Ontar- 
io shows how closely the lumber trade 
of that province is connected with 
that of this country, the same require- 


menis for cull lumber—namely, for 
box manufacture-—prevailing in that 


province as in the northern part of 
the United Siates. The way in 
which the cull lumber of the North- 
ern States and Canada ts being used 
up almost to the last carload has 
more than ordinary significance, It 
means that anything in the shape of 
# tree or log is being utilized in the 
way of sawed product, and that tim- 
‘yer that was onco considered usable 
?nly as firewood is now being con- 
varted into lumber that actually sells 
quicker than good stock.—-American 
Lumberman,
